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TRUE  WORSHIP

I  don't  like  to  go  to  meeting  and 
listen  to  people  sing  "  Come,  Come,  Ye 
Saints!  "  said  a  young  lady  glibly  one 
fine  June  Sunday.  She  spoke  to  a  young 
man  of  education  and  culture  who  had  just 
suggested  going  to  church  instead  of  the 
park. 

Why  not  go  to  the  park  on  a  Sunday 
evening  instead  of  to  church?  Did  not 
Johnson  write,  "  How  near  to  things  that 
are.  good  are  the  things  that  are  fair?  " 

Johnson's  philosophy  is  still  true.  But 
the  wisdom  of  that  other  poet  is  equally 
sound  : 

I     slept     and     dreamed     that    life     is 
beauty, 
I  woke  and  found  that  life  is  duty." 
Nature  may  entwine  its  beauty  into  the 
fibres  of  the  soul  but   it   cannot   put  into 
the   heart  the  supreme  mandate  of  mor- 
als, "  I  ought."       Religion  alone  can  add 


to  the  "  sense  of  beauty  "  the  sense  of 
duty."  And  without  this  divine  con- 

sciousness of  obligation  to  live  beautifully, 
going  into  the  presence  of  "  things  that 
are  fair  "  is  merely  a  higher  species  of 
self-indulgence. 

It  is  what  we  do  with  the  holy  thought, 
"  It  is  for  God,  the  All-good,  the  All- 
beautiful,"  that  really  ennobles  the  soul. 
There  is  a  higher  cultural  power  in  the 
spirited  singing  of  a  hymn  of  praise  than 
in  miles  of  shady  lanes  and  banks  cf 
flowers.  The  flowers  may  evoke  esthetic 
delight  but  the  hymn  is  the  intense  ex- 
pression of  the  soul's  inmost  adoration  for 
the  One  who'  put  in  the  flower  its  heart 
of  fire.  Worship  is  more  than  delight 
in  fine  things.  It  is  deeper  than  pleasure 
in  the  sublime.  It  is  the  soul's  pure  love 
poured  out  without  measure  at  the  shrine 
of  him  who  is  at  once  the  good,  the  true 
and  the  beautiful. 
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A  Substitute. 

Colonel  Ingersoll  seriously  recom- 
mended the  substitution  of  the  theatre  for 
the  Church.  He  believed  that  a  higher 
refinement  comes  from  witnessing 
noble  human  impulses  dramatically  acted 
out  than  in  praising  God.  No  one  doubts 
the  ennobling  influence  of  high-class 
drama.  When  the  hero  in  the  tragedy 
dies  that  his  ideal  may  live  in  us,  we  are 
made  to  will  what  he  wills.  But  the 

agnostic's  philosophy  leaves  out  of  ac- 
count the  divine  element  in  man.  No 
matter  how  great  the  human  act  we  wit- 
ness, it  only  inspires  admiration  for  the 
human.  But  when  we  contemplate  the 
marvellous  ways  of  God,  there  is  awaken- 
ed in  us  admiration  mingled  with  reveren- 
tial awe.  The  human  .soul  in  its  deepest 
depths  is  divine  and  no  note  from  any  art 
can  touch  its  centre.  It  is  only  when  we 
deeply  and  reverently  meditate  upon 
God's  glory  that  our  spirits  are  purified. 
The  intense  outstretching  for  fellowship 
with  the  Maker  of  all  entwines  God's 
nature  in  our  natures  and  welds  his  will 
to  our  will. 

Mere  delight  in  the  fine  things  of  art 
cannot  take  the  place  of  worship.  Art 
for  art's  sake  end  in  art  for  pleasure's 
sake.  But     pleasure-seeking,     though 

prompted  by  the  finest  taste,  can- 
not bring  the  soul's  purest  satisfaction. 
The  living  form  carved  by  the  Master's 
chisel  is  as  cold  as  marble  to  the  soul  that 
is  athirst  for  the  spirit  that  comes  from 
the  real  heart  of  things.  Music  that  is 
not  the  soul's  sincere  yearning  for  the 
harmony  of  harmonies  has  no  meaning  for 
the  soul  in  its  deepest  hours.  Even  the 
poet's  heart-throbs  do  not  calm  the  dis- 
tracted mind  when  the  glory  of  this  world 
lies  in  ashes  at  our  feet.  Then  the  bowed 
head  is  eloquent,  and  the  broken  heart 
is  the  soul  of  nobility. 

Seeks  Communion. 

There  is  something  in  the  soul  like  the 
tendrils  of  the  vine  that  reach  out  for 
support.  It  is  the  divine  ego  which  in 
our  best  moments  harks  back  to  our  pri-« 
meval  hearthstone.  In  these  calm  hours  we 
seek  for  communion  with  the  one  who  is 
back  of  nature  and  the  maker  of  the 
maker  of  art,      This  lofty  meditation  and 


holy  aspiration  is  worship.  It  is  deeper 
than  the  sylvan  glen.  It  is  truer  than 
anything  wrought  by  brush  or  pen.  It 
is  as  pure  as  the  heart  of  the  lilies.  It  is 
the  sign  of  greatness  and  the  soul  of 
Godliness. 

True  worship  is  the  play  spell  of  the 
noblest  soul.  It  sets  us  free  from  the  en- 
slaving monotony  of  sordid  thoughts  ;  and 
sends  the  mind  out  on  the  playgrounds 
which  are  as  broad  as  eternity  ;  and  lifts 
the  heart  in  gladness  above  the  stars. 
Who,  in  his  deeper  moods,  cares  to  think 
of  lands  and  cattle,  stocks  and  bonds?  In 
these  finer  moments  even  the  scientist's 
latest  fact,  and  the  philosopher's  pro- 
foundest  theory  are  but  cold  abstractions 
And  it  is  but  a  hollow  mockery  to  dash 
from  one  glittering  vanity  to  another. 
They  alone  are  genuinely  happy  whose 
souls  are  so  pure  and  humble  that  they 
fit  perfectly  into  the  harmony  of  har- 
monies of  the  universe. 

Worship  Defined. 

Worship  is  using  the  faith -faculty  to 
find  eternal  truth.  And  this  faculty  like 
every  other,  grows  by  use.  Deep  thought 
about  the  marvellous  ways  of  God,  and 
earnest  invocations  sent  up  to  his  throne 
more  than  anything  else  intensifies  the 
fever  of  that  divine  faith  which  alone  gives 
unity  and  divine  perspective  to  life  by 
linking  to-morrow  and  to-morrow's  to- 
morrow with  to-day.  Just  as  surely  as 
energetic  work  develops  physical 
strength,  so  certainly  does  deep,  genuine, 
earnest  striving  of  the  soul  for  union  with 
the  divine  increase  that  faith  in  God  which 
is  the  greatest  asset  in  life. 

The  heart  ardently  lifted  up  in  pure 
adoration  of  God  becomes  kin  to  the 
Eternal  Father;  and  God's  Spirit  enters 
the  heart  so  mellowed  by  worship  and 
makes  him  so  certain  of  the  majestv  of 
truth,  the  nobility  of  goodness,  the  sub- 
limity of  purity  that  evil  things  become 
utterly  loathsome  to  him.  Only  this  cer- 
tain assurance  that  the  Maker  of  star  and 
sod  is  the  eternal  captain  of 
righteousness,  nerves  us  with  the  strength 
to  live  nobly  and  heroically  in  this  world 
of  petty  vanities  and  enticing  deceits. 
This  testimony  is  the  saint's  strong 
anchor  that  holds  him  securely  to  the 
eternal  rock  of  truth.        It  dispels  every 
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fear,    puts   heart    in   hope    and    redoubles 
courage. 

Further  Explained. 

True  worship  is  an  expression  in 
thought,  meditation,  song,  prayer  and 
praise  of  intensified  faith  in  God.  Real 
faith  in  a  real  God  is  the  very  soul  of 
worship.  Without  this  robust  faith  wor- 
ship becomes  a  mere  insipid  sentiment  and 
a  dead  form  of  a  weird  emotional  outburst 
that  is  neither  sane  nor  beautiful. 

Real  faith-inspired  worship  is  one  of 
the  outstanding  marks  of  true  re- 
ligion. It  expresses  itself  in  deep 
calm  earnestness  and  sober  fervency. 
Such  is  the  spirit  of  the  distinctive  re- 
ligious assemblies  of  the  Latter-day 
Saints.  William  Jennings  Bryan,  a  man 
of  international  note  as  orator  and  writer 
on  moral  and  religious  subjects,  at  the 
close  of  a  session  of  general  conference 
of  the  Church  which  he  attended,  said, 
"  I  have  never  witnessed  such  religious 
fervour  in  my  life  before." 

This  unusual  "  fervour  "  was  the  ex- 
pression of  a  faith  in  God  so  deep  and  so 
certain  that  those  who  possess  it  can 
"  endure  as  seeing-  him  who>  is  invisible." 


Facing  the  New  Year

Roughly  estimated,  75  per  cent,  of 
those  who  come  into  the  Church  make 
their  first  interesting  contact  through 
members.  This  does  not  mean  that  the 
travelling  elders  convert  only  25  per  cent., 
for  it  is  often  by  their  labour  that  the 
casual  inquirer  is  taught  the  Gospel  and 
finds  faith.  Manifestly  the  Church  should 
grow  from  the  members  telling  the  good 
news  to  their  friends.  If  they  fail,  the 
work  will  come  to  a  standstill.  And  if 
they  fail,  the  Lord  will  reject  them,  for 
He  has  commanded  that  every  man  warn 
his  neighbour. 

Two  factors  are  hindering  the  progress 
of  the  Gospel. 

One  is  the  lack  of  love  for  those  in  the 
Church. 

The  other  is  the  lack  of  love  for  those 
outside. 

When  concord  fails  among  the  mem- 
bership,    when    jealousy    is    manifested, 


when  backbiting  and  evil  speaking  are  in- 
dulged in,  the  investigator  is  repulsed. 
How  great  shall  be  the  joy  of  one  who 
brings  a  soul  to  the  truth  !  How  great 
shall  be  the  misery  of  one  who  drives  a 
soul  from   the  truth  ! 

The  Lord  has  said  in  this  generation, 
"  If  ye  are  not  one,  ye  are  not  mine." 
Think  of  that  you  members  of  the 
branches  of  this  Mission.  Are  you  truly 
one  with  each  other?  And  if  you  are  not 
the  Lord's,  whose  are  you?  Was  it  an 
idle  word  when  He  commanded  us  to  love 
our  enemies?  If  we  must  love  those 
who  hate  us,  may  we  not  love  those  who 
are  bound  to  us  by  the  brotherhood  of  the 
covenant  ? 

Sometimes  friendliness  exists  among 
the  membership  and  yet  investigators  turn 
away  from  our  meetings  although  brought 
there  at  the  cost  of  much  persuasion  of 
the  travelling  elders.  They  feel  they  are 
not  welcome.  It  seems  plain  that  some 
of  our  people  fear  that  if  new  members 
come  into  the  Church  they  may  lose  posi- 
tions they  hold  in  the  branch  or  its 
auxiliaries. 

But  how  little  and  wicked  such  an  atti- 
tude is  !  How  contrary  to  the  spirit  of 
the  prayer  offered  when  hands  were  laid 
on  their  heads  to  set  them  apart ! 

After  all,  the  two  greatest  command- 
ments involve  love,  first  to  God  and  then 
to  our  neighbours.  Love  is  a  stimulat- 
ing emotion  that  sanctifies,  strengthens, 
broadens,   sweetens  the  soul.  It   heals 

the  sick  body.  It  makes  friends.  It 
turns  away  the  wrath  of  enemies.  It 
tears  down  the  walls  of  disappointment 
and  bitterness  with  which  men  imprison 
themselves.  It  makes  marriage  a  sweet 
relationship  instead  of  a  galling  yoke.  It 
makes  parents  sacrifice  for  children  and 
children  desire  to  beautify  the  old  age  of 
their  parents.  It  is  the  divine  ointment 
that  takes  the  friction  out  of  living.  It 
is  the  mantle  that  will  cover  our  blemishes 
when  we  seek  entrance  at  the  gate  of 
heaven. 

If  love  prevails  in  all  our  hearts  the 
work  of  the  Lord  will  prosper  greatly  dur- 
ing the  New  Year  that  is  dawning.  God 
grant  that  we  may  deeply  love  all  His 
children  both  within  and  outside  the 
fold. 
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"  YE  ARE  THE  SALT  OF  THE  EARTH  "

"  Ye  are  the  salt  of  the  earth?  But  if 
the  salt  have  lost  its  savour,  wherewith 
shall  it  be  salted?  It  is  therefore  hence- 
forth good  for  nothing",  but  to  be  cast  out 
and  trodden  under  foot  of  men." — 
Mathew,  Chapter  5,  verse  13.  3  Nephi, 
Chapter  12,  verse  13.  Doctrine  and 
Covenants,  Sec.  100,  verse  39. 

"  Oh,  may  I  never  silence  break, 

Unless   I  with  Thy  guidance   spake ; 

Then  sanctify  my  every  word, 

That  I  may  honour  Thee,  my  Lord. 

Our  District  President,  Elder  John  J. 
Bates,  in  his  conference  invitation  to  the 
members  and  friends  very  fittingly  in- 
vited us  to  a  feast— a  spiritual  feast.  It 
is  not  my  intentions,  nor  have  I  the 
ability  to  give  you  an  elaborately  prepared 
dish,  instead  I  am  going  to  pass  on  to 
you  that  without  which  no  feast  could  be 
a  success,  namely  "  salt." 

Call  up  in  your  mind  a  picture  of  a  ver- 
dant mountain  side  overlooking  the  placid 
waters  of  the  Sea  of  Galilee,  you  see  a 
vast  multitude  eagerly  listening  to  the 
words  of  one,  "  who  spoke  as  never  any 
man  spoke  before."  I  am  referring  to 
the  "  Sermon  on  the  Mount."  Among 
the  many  glorious  utterances,  this  Divine 
man  said  to  those  who  had  followed  Him 
— "  Ye  are  the  salt  of  the  earth." 

Some  two  or  three  years  later,  an  awe- 
inspired  crowd  of  people  listened  to  these 
same  words,  "  Ye  are  the  salt  of  the 
earth  "  spoken  by  the  resurrected  Christ 
to  those  of  His  flock  on  the  western  hemi- 
sphere, who  were  gathered  together  in 
the  Temple  grounds  in  the  land  Bountiful. 

Another  1,800  years  passed  and  our 
prophet,  Joseph  Smith,  received  a  revela- 
tion on  that  same  continent  at  Kirtland, 
Ohio,  which  reads  :  "  When  men  are 
called  to  mine  everlasting  Gospel,  and 
covenant  with  an  everlasting  covenant, 
they  are  accounted  as  the  salt  of  the  earth 
and  the  savour  of  men." 

Thus,  my  brothers  and  sisters,  you  who 
have  covenanted  with  the  Lord  are  most 
truly  deemed,  "  the  salt  of  the  earth," 


It  is  a  most  important  title.  The  pur- 
pose of  salt  in  the  natural  world  is  to 
withstand  corruption  in  the  earth.  This 
is  also  the  aspect  of  Christian  usefulness, 
which  it  is  employed  to  express.  The 
people  of  God  are  in  this  world  to  resist 
and  counteract  the  power  of  sin,  to  rescue 
the  wretched,  to  restore  the  decaying,  this 
is  their  great  responsibility  and  office  in 
the  world.  For  this  they  are  divinely 
employed,  for  this  they  are  divinely 
blessed.  They  are  thus  the  salt  of  the 
earth. 

If  we  would  truly  realize  its  meaning 
and  its  purpose  in  ourselves  and  in  our 
relation  to  the  world,  we  ought  to  con- 
sider at  least  four  important  factors. 

First — We  ought  to  exercise  a  positive 
influence  in  the  world. 

Second — We  ought  to  cultivate  the 
gifts  of  grace  within  our  own  hearts. 

Third — We  ought  to  be  constantly 
watchful  over  our  walks  among  men. 

Fourth — We  ought  to  be  careful,  very 
careful,  that  we  do  not  lose  the  gifts  of 
grace  ourselves. 

First,  then,  we  ought  to  exercise  a 
positive  influence  in  the  world.  This  is 
the  purpose  and  property  of  salt.  It  is 
intended  in  all  things  to  qualify  and 
change ;  such  is  the  grace  of  God  in  the 
heart  and  life  of  man  and  such  ought  to 
be  the  actions  of  the  man  thus  changed 
in  his  intercourse  with  others.  His  in- 
fluence ought  to  always  be  active,  to 
restrain  evil,  to  overcome  hostility,  to  in- 
crease happiness,  to  diminish  sorrow.  We 
cannot  yield  to  the  sinful  influence  of 
others  we  are  to  counteract  and  overcome 
it.  For  this  we  are  in  the  world.  Not 
to  seek  our  own  pleasure,  but  to  pro- 
mote and  testify  to  the  Truth.  It  will 
never  do  for  a  Latter-day  Saint  to  go 
through  this  world  in  a  mere  negative 
character.  We  must  ask  :  whom  have 
we  blessed?  To  whom  have  we  been 

a  savour  of  life?  Salt  that  has  lost  its 
savour  is  good  for  nothing.  A  Latter- 
day    Saint   without   active    religious    use- 
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fulness    is    no    better.  Consider    this 

solemnly. 

Secondly,  we  ought  to  cultivate  the 
gifts  of  grace  within  our  own  heart. 
Grace  is  to  qualify  and  change 
our  character  before  we  can  be  in- 
struments of  grace  to  others.  The 
attributes  of  our  nature  are  all  to  be  sub- 
dued and  sanctified  by  a  divine  power. 
Our  mind,  our  judgment,  our  heart,  our 
will,  must  all  receive  and  manifest  the  in- 
fluence of  this  heavenly  salt.  It  will 
sanctify  our  conversations,  it  will  govern 
and  direct  our  actions  ;  it  will  adorn  the 
whole  current  and  course  of  our  lives. 
Thus  it  will  become  active  in  blessing 
others.  But  it  will  not  be  without  our 
constant  cultivation  of  its  growth  and 
power  within  ourselves.  It  must  therefore 
be  a  constant  subject  of  effort  and  watch- 
fulness with  us.  To  be  useful  to  others, 
we  must  be  alive  in  ourselves,  we  must 
have  a  clear  consciousness  of  our  own 
sincerity  in  the  service  of  Christ  and  a 
real  fellowship  with  Him. 

Thirdly,  we  ought  to  be  constantly 
watchful  over  our  daily  walks  among 
men.  Influence  is  always  active.  We 
cannot  refuse  to  exercise  it.  It  is  not 
under  our  control  in  its  existence  and 
operation,  in  its  character  it  may  be. 

Wherever  I  am,  something  may  be  said 
or  withheld.  Some  things  may  be  done 
or  left  undone,  which  must  exercise  an 
influence     upon     others.  How     many 

thoughts  come  from  what  we  see  and 
hear.  We  cannot  tell  what  thoughts  we 
may  be  the  means  of  exciting  or  what 
direction  even  permanent  direction  we 
may  thus  give  to  the  character  and  mind 
of  some  other  person.  We  ought  never 
to  be  unguarded.  How  much  evil  may 
come  to  myself  and  to  others  from  one 
unguarded  or  hasty  act.  Let  us  ever 

walk  circumspectly,  and  be  salt  indeed, 
in  the  association  in  which  the  will  of 
God  has  placed  us. 

Fourthly,  we  ought  to  be  careful,  very 
careful,  that  we  do  not  lose  these  gifts  of 
grace  ourselves.  Salt  that  has  lost  its 
savour  is  good  for  nothing.  It  cannot 
be  used,  like  so  many  other  substances, 
in   its  decomposition  and  decay.  It  is 

cast  out,  trodden  underfoot.       Oh,  could 


there  be  another  such  illustration  of  a 
useless  and  unprofitable,  professing 
Latter-day  Saint?  Of  what  worth  can 
he  be.  Fit  for  nothing.  Desirable  for 
no  position.  Trusted  in  none.  How 
great  is  the  danger  of  this  to  each  of  us. 
How  terrible  the  responsibility  will  be. 
Shall  I  ever  be  a  mere  monument  of 
human  deceitfulness  in  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints?  Shall 
I  ever  become  an  apostate? 

Oh,  let  us  watch  and  pray,  God  only 
can  keep  us  from  it. 

Summing  up  then,  the  properties  of 
salt  as  illustrating  the  character  of  the 
true  Latter-day  Saint  are :  Active  in- 
fluence, dependent  upon  the  living 
power  within,  to  be  maintained  in  un- 
ceasing operation,  worthless  if  this  be 
lost.  Oh,  let  us  learn  and  try  to  do  the 
will  of  the  Lord,  that  we  may  be  the  salt 
of  the  earth.  Let  our  influence,  conver- 
sation), example,  and  habits  of  life  all  be 
made  subservient  to  Our  Master's  will 
and  promotive  of  Our  Master's  glory. 
Amen.

Oh,  if  we  could  only  realize  more  fully 
the  truthfulness  of  the  Gospel,  and  put  it 
into  our  lives  effectively,  so  that  other 
people  might  recognize  the  truth  by  rea- 
son of  what  we  do  and  say,  I  am  sure 
that  those  not  of  our  faith  would  have 
greater  friendship  for  us.  Why?  Be- 
cause they  would  have  more  confidence 
in  us,  and  we  cannot  get  friendship  before 
we  get  confidence.

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A  Special  to  the  Saints

The  year  1935  has  gone.  From  many 
worldly  points  of  view  it  was  filled  with 
anxieties  and  critical  situations,  trials  and 
troubles.  From    our   Church    point   of 

view  it  was  fairly  satisfactory  so  far  as 
the  progress  of  the  Church  was  con- 
cerned. There  was  a  considerable 
growth  in  most,  if  not  all,  departments 
of  the  Church.  The  number  of  members 
increased,  faith  developed  and  the  influ- 
ence of  the  Church  was  extended. 

In  America  the  radio  brought  the  Gos- 
pel message  to  many  millions  of  people 
through  several  all -America  hook-ups  of 
more  than  sixty  large  radio  stations. 
President  Grant  was  the  speaker  on  one 
of  these  occasions.  The  Tabernacle 
Choir  in  Salt  Lake  City  still  sings  to  all 
North  America  during  one  hour  every 
Sunday  morning.  The  radio  in  America 
has  made  the  Mormon  people  and  their 
religion  widely  and  favourably  known  all 
over  the  continent.  For  all  of  these  and 
many  other  things  the  Latter-day  Saints 
thank  their  Father  in  heaven. 

In  Europe  progress  has  also  been  made 
in  every  mission.  The  members,  general- 
ly, have  grown  in  faith  and  good  works. 
We  regret,  however,  that  a  few  have 
slipped.  They  have  permitted  satan  to 
darken  their  minds  and  increase  his  power 
over  them.  We  are  very  sorry  that  this 
is  so,  not  so  much  for  the  sake  of  the 
Church  but  very  much  more  for  the  sake 
of  the  persons  affected.  Through  the 

waters  of  baptism  they  had  come  into 
Christ's  own  Church,  partook  of  the 
sacrament,  and  solemnly  covenanted  to 
serve     Him.  They     had     professed     a 

repentance  of  their  sins,  which,  if  done, 
enabled  them  to  stand  before  God  in  a 
newness  of  life.  After  all  of  this,  to  fall 
away  is  for  them  a  deplorable  thing,  for 
they  stand  condemned  before  God,  their 
Father.  We   earnestly   hope   they   will 

escape  the  full  consequences  of  this  con- 
demnation by  a  speedy  and  sincere  re- 
pentance of  their  wrong-doings  and  a 
glad  return  to  the  warm  fellowship  of  the 
saints. 

We  express  this  hope  because  we  posi- 
tively know  that  there  is  very  much  more 


individual  happiness  for  us  in  the  Church 
when  we  enjoy  the  full  fellowship  of  the 
branch  than  when  we  fall  away  and  lose 
the  companionship  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 
The  confidence  and  love  of  our  fellow- 
members  are  necessary  to  our  peace  and 
happiness.  But  let  us  remind  ourselves 
that  we  may  have  these  to  a  degree  and 
still  have  little  of  the  companionship  of 
the  Holy  Spirit. 

And  is  not  this  as  it  should  be?  As 
individuals  the  Gospel  requires  us  to  for- 
give all  men  and  hold  feelings  against 
none.  We  are  commanded,  to  "  judge 
not."  Hence,    if    individually    we    are 

living  the  Gospel,  we  are  slow  to  con- 
demn, ready  to  forgive  and  tolerant  of 
others,    however   weak  they   are.  But 

God  cannot  be  deceived.  It  is  His  right 
to  judge.  He  will  give  the  Holy  Spirit 
only  to  the  deserving — only  to  those 
whose  hands  are  clean  and  whose  hearts 
are  pure. 

Now,  few,  if  any,  of  us  enjoy  this  Spirit 
as  fully  as  we  might — as  we  would  do  if 
we  lived  more  worthily.  But  how  Can  we 
live  more  worthily?  This  is  a  question 
for  each  one  to  answer.  We  all  have 
weaknesses  and  are  more  or  less  guilty 
of  failures  to  keep  God's  commandments 
— to  do  our  duty  humbly  and  fully.  To 
the  extent  that  we  fail  in  doing  our  full 
duty,  to  that  extent  will  we  certainly  lack 
in  the  enjoyment  of  God's  favours. 

Shall  we  indicate  one  failure  that  is 
all  too  common  in  every  one  of  our 
missions?  We  shall  do  this  in  the  hope 
that  when  it  is  called  to  our  attention 
we  will  in  good  spirit  work  for  an  im- 
provement. We  refer  to  the  cold,  at 
times  even  antagonistic,  attitude  our 
saints  assume  toward  strangers  who  come 
to  our  services.  A  frequent  complaint  is 
that  strangers  do  not  receive  a  warm  and 
hearty  welcome  when  they  attend  our 
meetings.  Instead,  they  often  discover 
dissension,  jealousy,  bickering,  back- 
biting, fault-finding  and  other  evils  exist- 
ing among  the  saints.  Wherever  these 
conditions  prevail,  is  there  any  wonder  the 
branches  grow  but  little,   if  at  all? 

But  it  is  said  some  of  the  saints  do  not 
want  their  branches  to  grow.  Shame 

upon  such  members.  We  will  not  call 
them  saints.       They  are  unworthy  of  this 
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God-like  designation.  Instead  we  warn 
them  that  God  is  displeased  with  such 
base  selfishness,  and  we  earnestly  call 
upon  them  to  repent  before  the  Lord  en- 
tirely withdraws  His  Spirit  and  leaves 
them  to  the  buffetings  of  satan — a  miser- 
able state,  indeed. 

We  plead  with  the  saints  to  live  ac- 
cording to  the  teachings  of  Jesus  and  to 
manifest  in  their  lives  the  warm,  friendly 
and  lovely  spirit  He  exhibited  when  He 
dwelt  in  Palestine.  The  Gospel  is  for 
all  men ;  and  it  is  our  sacred  duty  and 
high  privilege  to'  declare  it  unto  them 
and  to  so  live  that  others  seeing  our 
good  works  will  be  led  to  investigate  the 
principles  that  have  changed  us  from 
sinners  to  saints.  If  members  who  attend 
any  of  our  meetings  will  always  make 
strangers  and  investigators  feel  entirely 
welcome  and  be  careful  to  conduct  them- 
selves as  real  saints  the  atmosphere  of 
many  of  our  meetings  will  be  greatly 
improved  and  the  proselyting  efforts  of 
the  missionaries  will  be  much  more  fruit- 
ful. Needless  to>  tell  the  saints  what 
their  duty  is  with  respect  to  these  things. 
Action  with  respect  to  them  is  the  need 
of  the  hour. — Joseph  F.   Merrill.

ADDRESS  AT  SEMIANNUAL  CON  = 
FERENCE  BY  ELDER  DON  MACK 
DALTON  AT  TABERNACLE,  SALT 
LAKE  CITY,  UTAH,  OCTOBER,  1935. 

I  anticipated,  my  brethren  and  sisters, 
that  I  might  be  called  upon,  timid  though 
I  feel  in  this  position.  I  hope  I  may  be 
able  tp  say  something  relative  to  the 
Lord's  work  in  South  Africa  that  may  be 
edifying  to  the  people  who  are  gathered 
close  to  the  authorities  of  the  Church  here 
in  Zion. 

The  South  African  Mission,  as  you 
might  understand,  is  the  most  distant 
mission  in  the  world  from  the  authorities 
of  the  Church.  It  takes  thirty  days  to 
get  a  letter  to  an  elder  down  there,  and  it 
takes  even  longer  for  an  elder  to  travel 
that  distance.  We  have  not  very  many 
elders  in  that  land,  but  I  am  sure  that 
the  ones  who  are  there  do  about  as  much 
missionary  work  as  any  missionaries  in 
the  world. 

I  am  very  proud  of  the  young  men  who 
have    been    sent    to   that   far-off    land   to 


teach  the  people  the  principles  of  the  Gos- 
pel. With  them,  my  wife  and  I  have  been 
grateful  for  the  splendid  labours  of  our 
predecessors;  and  to  my  immediate  pre- 
decessor, President  Samuel  Martin,  I  de- 
sire to  pay  a  tribute  of  honour,  because 
that  man  lost  everything  he  had  and  his 
health  and  strength,  after  he  returned 
home.  I  have  not  seen  him  since,  but  he 
did  a  marvellous  and  great  labour.  When 
I  received  word  that  I  would  be  released 
and  that  President  LeGrand  Backman 
would  succeed  me,  I  felt  greatly  com- 
forted, because  he  is  a  noble  and  good 
man.  I  am  sure  President  Grant  acted 
under  the  inspiration  of  the  Lord  when 
he  sent  him  there. 

The  people  of  that  mission  are  wonder- 
ful and  our  members  are  loyal  and  faith- 
ful. About  forty  per  cent,  of  them  are 
paying  tithing.  During  the  six  years  I 
had  the  honour  to  preside  there,  there  was 
129  per  cent,  increase  in  the  mission 
membership.  Upon    my    arrival    there 

were  596  members  on  the  records.  This 
included  children  blessed.  We  rejoiced 
greatly  because  we  felt  that  the  people 
accepted  our  message. 

We  had  various  methods  of  doing 
missionary  work.  We  used  motorcycles 
to  some  extent.  We  realized  that  we  had 
to  get  to  the  people  in  order  to  teach  them 
the  Gospel,  and  the  quickest  way  was 
none  too  quick.  We  stressed  Book  of 
Mormon  contests  in  various  forms,  such 
as  reading  contests.  Many  people  there, 
like  the  people  here,  had  never  read  the 
Book  of  Mormon  through.  We  stressed 
Book  of  Mormon  selling  contests,  and  in 
this  way  we  got  the  people  to  co-operate 
with  us  in  spreading  the  Gospel.  We 
also  held  a  meeting  contest  between  the 
Districts  and  likewise  a  membership  con- 
test. We  formed  small  organizations  in 
remote  places,  in  order  to  give  to  all  the 
privileges  in  the  Church  that  they  deserve. 

We  had  conventions  of  the  elders  every 
year,  so  that  we  would  know  exactly 
what  we  were  counting  as  tracting,  count- 
ing as  visiting  saints,  and  so  forth.  We 
tried  to  labour  as  one  unit. 

We  found  that  in  order  to  gain  publicity 
we  had  to  do  something  that  was  a  bit 
different.  On  one  occasion  my  wife  and 
I  were  attending  a  foot-ball  game.       Two 
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universities  of  that  great  nation  were 
competing.  The   bands   were  playing; 

people  were  yelling' !  and  all  at  once  the 
athletes  marched  into  the  held.  They 
stood    in    perfect   alignment.  Suddenly 

everything  became  silent,  and  a  grave 
dignified  gentleman  marched  forth  to 
shake  hands  with  the  athletes. 

Who  was  he?  The  Earl  of  Athlone, 
the  Governor-General  of  South  Africa, 
the  brother  of  Queen  Mary  of  England. 
The  majesty  of  the  great  kingdom  of 
Great  Britain  was  present. 

This  silence  seemed  to  strike  me  and  I 
thought,  if  only  something  could  be  done 
in  some  kind  of  way  to  get  such  a  great 
man  to  recognize  a  few  Mormons.  A 

little  poem  came  into  my  mind.  The 
author   I   do  not  know. 

Some  one  said  that  it  couldn't  be  done, 

But  he,  with  a  chuckle,  replied, 
That  maybe  it  couldn't,  but  he'd  be  one 

Who  wouldn't  sav  so  until  he  tried. 
So  he  buckled  in  with  a  bit  of  a  grin 

On  his  face,  if  he  worried  he  hid  it, 
He   started   to   sing   as   he   tackled   the 
thing 

That  couldn't  be  done,  and  he  did  it. 

Some   one  said   "  Oh,   you'll  never  do 
that, 
At  least  no  one  has  ever  done  it ; 
But  he  took  off  his  coat  and  he  took  off 
his  hat, 
And    the    first    thing    we    knew    he'd 
begun  it. 
With  a  lift  of  his  chin  and  a  bit  of  a 
grin, 
Without  any  doubting  or  "  quit  it," 
He   started   to   sing   as   he   tackled   the 
the  thing 
That  couldn't  be  done,  and  he  did  it. 

It  seemed  that  as  I  looked  for  an  oppor- 
tunity, as  time  passed,  all  at  once  the 
thought  of  baseball  came  into  the  minds 
of  the  people.  We  organized  a  team 

among  the  missionaries  and  began  to  get 
write-ups.  Suddenly  baseball  began  to 
take  precedence  over  a  national  game  of 
cricket,  until  soon  we  were  playing  to 
nice  crowds.  The  newspapers  that  pre- 
viously would  give  us  no  recognition 
whatsoever,  began  to  write  about  the 
Mormon  missionaries,  to  tell  the  people 
something  about  us.  What  did  it  mean? 
It  meant  that  we  were  gaining  the  con- 


fidence of  the  people.  And  then  we  had 
a  great  match  game  against  Transvaal, 
the  land  of  gold.  The  Other  team  came 
to  Cape  Town  to  play.  All  was  ready. 
Here  were  six  missionaries,  with  other 
baseball  players,  lined  out  in  front  of  a 
tremendous  grand -stand  filled  with  spec- 
tators, and  amid  the  stillness  that  pre- 
vailed the  Governor-General  of  that  great 
land  shook  hands  with  six  Mormon 
missionaries.  A  similar  occurrence  took 
place  last  March. 

This  impressed  the  people  so  much  that 
upon  my  departure  one  of  the  big  business 
men  of  that  town  come  to  my  wife  and 
me,  and  he  said  :  "  Mr.  Dalton,  you  do 
not  know  what  a  great  thing  you  have. 
It  is  the  greatest  thing  in  the  world. 
Anything  that  will  make  young  men  do 
as  your  young  men  do  is  the  greatest 
thing  on   this  earth." 

I  was  very  much  pleased  to  find,  as  we 
went  along  our  work,  that  the  Lord 
blessed  us,  and  though  we  were  far  away 
from  the  authorities  of  the  Church,  and 
were  lacking  their  advice  in  many  particu- 
lars, the  Lord  answered  the  prayers  of 
the  missionaries   and  myself. 

My  wife  and  I,  while  returning  home, 
made  a  trip  around  the  world  and  visited 
many  nations.  While  in  Italy  we  had 
the  distinction  of  visiting  the  Pope  of 
Rome  and  the  Vatican,  and  seeing  the 
marvellous  earthly  power  of  that  great 
dominion.  We  also  visited  Greece  and 
Turkey,  and  then  went  into  Syria  and 
Palestine  and  saw  the  Armenian  saints, 
who  are  doing  a  faithful  work,  under 
President      Piranian.  We      found      in 

Palestine  need  for  great  improvement. 
Jerusalem  is  a  hill  of  rocks,  it  seems  to 
me.  May  the  Lord  bless  that  country. 
It  needs  it  greatly. 

While  going  over  that  great  land  of 
Africa  I  could  appreciate  how  hard  the 
authorities  of  this  Church  have  to  work. 
With  the  little  presiding  capacity  that  I 
had  I  sometimes  felt  fatigued  with  the 
constant  roll  of  the  car  wheels  under  my 
ears  as  I  travelled  for  thousands  and 
thousands  of  miles,  trying  to  reach  the 
people.  I  thought  of  what  the  authori- 
ties of  the  Church  have  to  undergo  in 
order  to  reach  the  people  as  they  do, 
visiting  the  wards  and  stakes  and
